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PREFACE 


HIS noted edition of ‘The Diurnal’ contains the complete music for Lauds 
and the Lesser Hours throughout the year. The few divergences from the 
Use of Salisbury which it contains are here enumerated. 


Those who already use the text book will have noticed that, whereas Salisbury 
reckoned the Sundays after the Epiphany from the Octave Day, thus giving five 
Sundays only in Epiphany-tide, the Diurnal follows the order given in the Book 
of Common Prayer which was thought more practicable for present day use. 
This involved the necessity of providing a Collect and Antiphons for a sixth Sunday. 
The former of these is found in several old English Uses, (Leofric among others) 
the Antiphons upon the Gospel Canticles are taken from the Gospel provided by 
the Prayer Book for that Sunday and have been set to music by the Editor. 


For the sake of variety an alternative hymn melody has occasionally been given 
in addition to the Salisbury one. Its use is optional. Arn alternative melody has 
also been provided for the Antiphon ‘&¢ zm servis suis’ at Saturday Lauds. The 
wording of certain verses of the Canticle to be used with this Antiphon constitute 
a difficulty when sung to the Fourth Tone, first ending, and it was thought that 
some Quires might prefer a simpler Tone. 


The principle divergences from the Use of Salisbury occur in the Proper of 
Saints. The Kalendar has been weeded of a few Saints’ Days in order to give 
more prominence to the Ferial Office. Occasionally a Service of the Proper has 
been replaced by that of the Common, especially where the Proper Antiphons, 
when translated into English, seemed unsuitable for liturgical use. For this reason 
the Antiphons of Lauds for the Invention of the Holy Cross have not been 
retained, and those of the Exaltation have been given in their stead. 


Three Festivals, viz., The Visitation of the B. V. Mary, S. Mary Magdalene and 
The Transfiguration have been assigned a Proper, differing in part from that given 
in Salisbury. The reasons for this are two-fold: (i) The Festivals in question 
were introduced late into the Kalendar, and the words of the Antiphons provided 
for their Services are, generally speaking, of poor composition and in several ways 
unsatisfactory. (ij) The music to which they are set is, in all respects, inferior 
and lacks the simplicity of the old Gregorian antiphon music. In order there- 
fore to secure better words and music, antiphons have been selected from other 
sources, chiefly English, Roman and the later French Breviaries, and, where 
necessary, these have been set to old melodies by the Editor. 


This process of replacing an antiphon of unsatisfactory words or music by one 
from another Use, or from another part of the Salisbury Antiphoner, has been 
resorted to in one or two other cases in the Proper of Saints. 


Certain Octaves have been omitted, that of the Visitation for instance (which 
Feast had no Octave in the earlier Salisbury Kalendar, but is provided with one 
only in a later edition) and those of a few Saints whose Festivals did not seem 
sufficiently important to warrant their being kept with an Octave. 

In all other respects this work adheres te Dh to the original text and music 
of the ‘Diurnale Sarisburiense.’ 

Slight differences between the wording of this noted edition and that of the text 
book will be remarked here and there. They have been found necessary in order 
to obtain a more satisfactory rendering of the melody, or a more accurate transla- 
tion of the original text. 

The Editor wishes to thank those who have contributed towards the completion 
of this work, and he begs all who may use this book, and sing these Hours, of their 
charity to remember him in their prayers.
